yet gave way in the field of 
battle; and moft fliamefuHy 
retreated where they fhouid 
have fhewed.theif bravery.

In all future occurences 
they feemed as diffident and 
uncertain of any relief, they, 
were to expedl from the di¬ 
vine power and goodnefs, as 
if they had never had expe¬ 
rience of his former works;

While they'were in this fixa¬ 
tion, Pharaoh might well cry, they are entangled in the land, 
the woildernefs [between Moc-cate and Swfsr] hath jhut them 
in; Exod. xiv.
